Perhaps for the first time in'Georgia’s history, the people Tuesday will decide for them- 
selves Whether they want to pay new taxes to finance new State services. There are 1,200,- 
000 voters eligible to go to the polls and inform the Legislature that they “favor” or “op- 
pose” the General Assembly levying new taxes to finance the $46,000,000 “contingent 
budget” for education, health, welfare, highways, farm markets and forestry. 

State Capitol observers said last night they did not recall any previous instance in 
which the question of taxation was submitted to the people in referendums—either be- 
fore or after tax measures were adopted by the General Assembly. Gov. Talmadge made 
a campaign pledge that no new taxes would be imposed unless approved by the people. 
A criticism of the present referendum is the fact that it doesn’t list specific tax measures 
for the people to cast their ballot. 

Both sides are claiming victory as this unusual and somewhat inactive campaign comes

The Louisiana Purchase, negoti- 
ated by President Jefferson and 
the Emperor Napoleon April 30, 
1803, added millions of square 
miles to the United States. It be 
gan the trek that opened the West 
to the Pacific. 

From this vast tract came Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, lowa, Minnesota, 
the Dakotas, Nebraska, Oklahoma, 
and parts of Colorado, Wyoming 
and Montana.

The San Francisco fire, April 
18, 1906, was a calamity that cost 
500 lives and $400,000,000 in prop- 
erty damage. 

Three years later, in April 1909, 
a great American, Admiral Peary, 
electrified the scientific world by 
discovering the,North Pole. 

Came April 14, 1912, and the 
sinking of the White Star liner 
Titanic’in the North Atlantic, with 
the loss of 1,500 lives. The Ti- 
tanic, largest liner afloat, was on 
her maiden voyage when she went 
down at 2:30 a. m. after striking 
an iceberg. 

Nearly two years after German 
torpedoes sank the Lusitania and 
two months after Kaiser Wil-| 
helm II’s Imperial Navy declared 
unrestricted naval warfare, the 
United States entered into World 
War I. On April 6, 1917, President 
Woodrow Wilson signed a joint 
resolution of Congress declaring 
@ state of war existed between the 
United States and the Imperial

CITY TOLL UP 
State Lanes 
Safer in ‘48 


Georgia’s rural highways were a/ 
little safer in 1948 than in 1947, 
but city streets were more hazard- 
eus, according to the State De- 
partment of Public Safety. 

A total of 771 persons lost their 
lives in Georgia traffic accidents 
during the year, with 208 of them 
pedestrians, the annual report 
shows. Of the total 771 killed, 188 
were urban deaths. 

Despite the grim toll of 771 
dead, there were 16 fewer traf- 
fic fatalities in the State last year 
than in 1947, representing a 2 
percent decline. - 

But 25 more pedestrians were 
killed last year than in 1947, for 

a tragic increase of 14 percent in 
the pede:‘rian mortality rate. 
Among the fatalities, rural deaths 
showed a decrease of 32, or 5 
percent, while urban fatalities in- 
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the first two months of this year, 
but that figure shéws a decline of 
20, or 19 percent, below January- 
February totals of 1948. 

There are signs that pedestrians 
were more careful during these 
first two months of 1949, however, 
because there were 21 fewer pedes- 
trians killed than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1948, for a 49 
percent decrease. Meanwhile the 
over-all rate of urban fatalities de- 
clined by 36, with nine fewer 
deaths, and the rural deaths de- 
creased by 11, or 13 percent. ' 

The month of December proved 
to be the most dangerous on the 
streets and highways last year, 
with 76 persons losing their lives 
during the year’s last month with 
its holiday season. The vacation 
month of August. was the next 
most perilous, with 76 fatalities.

Atom Expert 


Tech Speaker 
At Graduation 


A key figure in the development 
of atomic energy will speak June 
13 at-commencement ceremonies 
of the Georgia Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

Dr. Charles Allen Thomas, Ex- 
ecutive Vice President and Techni- 
cal Director of Monsanto Chemical 
Company, was announced yester- 
day as commencement speaker by 
Dean Phil B. Narmore, of Georgia 
Tech. 

Dr. Thomas was born in 1900 in 
Scott County, Kentucky. He grad- 
uate from Transylvania College 
and Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology with B. A. and M. S. 
degrees. Washington University 
conferred the D. Sc. degree upon 
him in 1947. 

Findings relative to the inter- 
reaction between olefins and diole- 
fins (found in the molecular struc- 
ture of paraffin) rank among Dr. 
Thomas’ most important contribu- 
tions to science. He also developed 
the proten theory of aluminum 
chloride, an explanation of chem- 
ical reactions brought about by use 
of a catalytic agent. 

During. the recent war, Dr. 
Thomas was one of the principal 
scientists concerned with the de- 
velopment of the atomic bomb, and 
was in charge of the purification 
and metallurgy of plutonium in the 
Clinton laboratories, operated by 
Monsanto at Oak Ridge. 

In 1945, Dr. Thomas became Vice 
President and Technical Director 
of Monsanto and a member of its 
three-man Executive Committee. 
Two years later he was elected Ex- 
ecutive Vice President. 


New Yorkers 
Barred From 
Seeing Lifer 


A New York committee of 


Negroes and white people com- 
paigning to free Rosa Lee Ingram 
from a life term in a Georgia 
prison cannot visit the Schley 
County Negro woman without per- 
mission of the State Board of Cor- 
rections and the Richmond County 
Warden. 

J. B. Hatchett, Assistant Di- 
rector of the Department of Cor- 
rections, said yesterday the De- 
partment’s rule ban anyone visit- 
ing any prisoner—except members 
of the family and the lawyer. 

Georgia newpapermen, also, 
have a standing invitation to in- 
spect prison conditions, Hatchett 
said. This is not available to rep- 
resentatives of out-of-state in- 
terests, since they have no vital 
concern in Georgia’s- welfare, he 
pointed out. 

Rosa Lee Ingram and her two 
sons, Sammy, 14, and Walton, 16, 
were convicted of slaying a 66- 
year-old white farmer in Novem- 
ber 1947. Their death sentences 
were commuted by the trial judge 
to life imprisonment. 

The mother is assigned to the 
Richmond County Alms House 
where, the warden says, she is “al- 
most a trusty.” 

To a report of the National As- 
sociation for Advancement of Col- 
ored People that the Ingram 
‘woman has a serious heart ailment 
and is required to do work dan- 
gerous to her health, Hatchett said 
doctors brand this as false. She is 
in good health and is well treated, 
he said.

John L. McClelland, Demo- 
crat, Arkansas, Chairman of the 
Senate Executive Expenditures 
Committee and a member of the 
Hoover Commission, said “the re- 
ports are so broad in scope that 
the President and Congress will 
need three to four years” to carry 


them out. 


The Commission, headed by 


former President Herbert Hoover, 
sent the last of its 18 separate re- 
ports to Congress Friday. One 
overall final report is expected 
later this month. 


All told, the reports make up 
2,000,000 words of finding and 
recommendations. The latter in- 
clude more money for key officals, 
more top-bracket help, less paper 
work, new accounting and supply 
systems, and a new cabinet depart- 
ment of Education and Welfare.

In his talk at Boston Thursday night 
Britain’s great war-time Prime Minister 
paid tribute to the United States for her 
part in the war and in the period since.

They have dropped an average of two 
percerit a month for the past six months 
in the nation as a whole, but slightly less 
in the Southeast. 

But farm costs are not falling in pro- 
portion. The Review attributes this chief- 
ly to mechanization. Tractors, trucks and 
other implements require grease, fuel and 
repairs, which must be’ paid for in’ cash. 
But, on the other hand, they enable the 
farmer to produce more efficiently. He 
can earn a larger net income with mech- 
anization than with the mule. 

Greater attention to livestock raising 
and continued mechanization will keep 
farm income in Georgia and the South- 
east on the increase. These are encour- 
aging developments.

More Georgians own cars than file State income tax returns! 


Critics of a sales tax as a means 


of financing expanded State services turn, naturally enough, toward the income tax. More than one 


State leader has said Georgia is not collecting all the income tax it should. Under the 
former Federal tax official, the State Income Tax Unit has doubled its

during the past two years. 

But Dillard, himself, makes the startling dis- 
closure that three times as many Georgians own 
cars as file State income taxes. Georgia has 
nearly seven times as many voters as it does 
persons filing income tax returns. The figures 
for last year: 193,056 individual income tax re- 
turns; 537,708 automobile owners, and 1,201,742 
registered voters. 

Of the 193,056 individuals filing returns, ap- 
proximately 50,000 were not subject to tax pay- 
ments. . : 

Nearly half of the $12,000,000 individual in- 
come taxes last year were paid by only 1 percent 
of the people filing returns. They were from 
the wealthy few who had net incomes of say 
$27,000 or $67,000. Fifty-six percent of the Geor- 
gians were in the lower income bracket and paid 
only 4.43 percent of the taxes.

Editor Constitution: Permit me to state (to 
those who heard Mr. Kenneth Douty in the Tax 
Forum over WCON) that income taxes and cor- 
poration taxes are concealed in the price of the 
services and the things the people must buy and 
are really a sales tax in’ the most extravagant 
form. 


I concur with Mr,.Douty in his sta.ement that 
the textile workers are now on short time and a 
sales tax will take milk and bread from their 
tables. These people have my  epest sympathy, 
but 50 percent of the people in our State are 
even in a more desperate condition. Fifty per- 
cent of the families in Georgia are being sup- 
ported by workers w! ose gross income is less 
than $500 a year, or $10 a week. Half of this 
group have no sheets on their beds. Half of the 
sheets of those who have them are made of guano 
sacks, yet as Mr. Douty says, our mills are on 
short time because they cannot sell their product. 
But this is not all, for these people are being 
made to pay “through the nose” a Federal tax 
that takes from Georgia in one year a sum equal 


to 62 percent of the total value of all Georgia .

Her theory of planting deeply; and per- & 
manently, of slight fertilization, or delay in 
the moment of planting, has become accepted 
gardening practice. Nobody knows how many 
growers spade to that required 18 inches in 
the mid-Winter and fill in as required to 
about a foot, and plant fat round tulip bulbs 
with complete confidence that Spring will 
see them growing happily. 


Meanwhile, Mrs. Nicholson has not been idle. 
She has made literally thousands of addresses 
before gardening groups and women’s and civic 


_ clubs, and she spends at least three hours each 


day answering mail from puzzled tulip fanciers 
who begin: 

“My dear Mrs. Nicholson—Can you help me 
with my bulbs?” 

She can, and does. 

“Through tulips,” she says now with that quiet 
patience that marks the real dirt gardener, “I 
have made so many wonderful friends that every 
moment has been repaid. I have been able to 
share more than the lore of tulip-growing. We’ve 
found ourselves working in kindness and gener- 
osity and philosophy, and all the extra richness 
that only gardeners know of their work.” 


Two years ago Mrs. Nicholson organized 
the National Tulip Society and became its 
first President. She has been re-elected for 
the second term, and the organization has 
branches in 46 States, with 700 experts as 
members. In each meeting, it seems, each 
tulip group reviews the knowledge that has 
been developed in Atlanta. It has done much 
to help establish the national reputation of 
the community as the garden city that it is. 


Now, finally, the tulip has been harnessed 
for service, and that means a great deal to Mrs. 
Nicholson and her friends in the Study Club. 

No one knows, of course, how much it may 
mean to men and women who have never even 
thought of a tulip as anything more than a 
supple-stemmed flower that waves gaily at April 
each Spring. 7

During the five years in which I have been 
writing for The Constitution. I have written 
about as many “political” pieces as could be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. That is 
simply because such topics are not my job 
and. that is why I did not feel called upon to 
deal, myself, with Mr. Crossman’s visit to At- 
lanta.. The issue has now, I think, become my 
responsibility and I am glad to accept it. 

My invitation came from a prominent CIO 
official in Atlanta, and I was delighted at the 
opportunity of hearing Mr. Crossman. He is 
an associate editor of the London New States- 
man, a paper which is leftish, to be sure, but 
always fair and always scholarly, well written, 
rigidly reporting the truth as they see it. I 
expected the same of Mr. Crossman. 


But he is also a Labor member of Par- 
liament and it was entirely in that capacity 
that he spoke, in a distinctly rabble-rous- 
ing manner, exactly as if he were running 
for election. It was decidedly a class-ap- 
peal speech, propaganda for Socialism, and 
not—I repeat not—a fair and calm appraisal 
of present conditions in Britain. 


It seemed to me that he. painted a falsely 
rosy picture of life in Britain, with completely 
inaccurate implications. For example: 


Item: Workers in Britain are better housed 
than workers in America. I say this is simply 
not true. I recall very well the Squatters’ Re- 
bellion which took place when I was there, 
when hundreds and hundreds of people, desper- 
ate for homes, took over empty hotels and for- 
mer army camps. I have seen the miles upon 
miles of slums leading out of all the cities. I 
have seen the comparatively few new “prefabs” 
of wnich Mr. Crossman boasted. I might even 
say he gloated over them—on the grounds that 
they had sinks and a refrigerator. Those little 
flimsy boxes—the prefabs—were about the size 
of an ordinary American living room. They 
_accomodated whoie families and were held up 
as a model of the new housing program. 


Item: British workers’ standard of: living is 
higher than American workers’. This, again, is 
untrue. Few American working men would be 
seen in the garments worn there even by those 
in the white collar class. As for food—Mr. Cross- 
man ‘said, “Your working people in America 
cannot afford meat, cheese, eggs, butter. In 
Britain they get those things because the price 
is controlled.” What he failed to say was, they 
could get one egg and one egg only per week; 
exactly 15 cents worth of meat and no more; 
one ounce of cheese and about four ounces of 
butter; one ounce of lard, and no more. If 
’ there are any workers in America who have 
less than that, I have not heard about them. 


Mr. Crossman mentioned American automo- 
biles with a neer. Well—it is certainly not an 
uncommon thing for American .working people 
to have cars, on the contrary it is a very com- 
mon thing. But in Britain it is almost unheard 
of for people in similar occupations (textile 
workers, bricklayers, plumbers, carpenters, 
clerks, étc.) to have automobiles. 


‘And getting back toe the “controlled 
prices” once more, I may say that in the 
case of unrationed foods, prices are simply 
fantastic: grapes, $3 a pound; cucumbers, 
$1; green beans, $2.50; figs, 50 cents each; 
peaches the same, and so on. 


Still on the subject of living conditions, any 
American worker who had to endure the fuel 
rationing in Britain would rise up in revolt. 
But according to Mr. Crossman, life for the 
British worker is just a beautiful rosy dream. 


Item: British farmers are freer from controls 
than farmers in the U. S. Now this is simply 
nonsense. A British farmer is told what to 
plant, how much and is permitted just so much 
fertilizer; and he is not allowed to buy feed- 
stuffs for his cattle, livestock and poultry until 
he has reported the number he owns. Then, a 
high percentage of what he raises must be 
turned back to the Government to go into the 
“pool.” He gets a fairly good price for it, but 
he is, in fact, a “tenant farmer” for the Gov- 
ernment. 

Item: Mr. Crossman declared that “civil 
rights have not suffered.” Yet, under the Labor 
Government’s “direction of labor” 
that workers can be fined and put in jail for 
ire to pa | the Le one agg handed, them. 

was avery happy experience to hear

happened. Oh, it was wonderful to see Mr. 
Bevan playing them.” 


Now this reform had, in fact, been in- 
stituted much earlier by the Liberal Party. 
In 1923 Lloyd George had set up health 
insurance; the Labor Party simply enlarged 
it to include the entire population. But the 
working people have had for 20-odd years 
as much “free medicine” as they have now: 
that is, they paid a weekly sum out of their 
earnings, which they still do, and the em- 
ployer then as now paid an equal amount. 


Mr. Crossman’s avowed delight in having 
“got the upper classes where we want them, 
and we are going to keep them there” was dis- 
tressing to me as an American. It was unbecom- 


ing, in the first place, in a member of Parlia-* 


ment, and in addition, out of place in America 
where we pride ourselves on having no rigid 
class lines. Here we hope to raise levels of 
living; in Britain what has been done so far is 
that high levels have been greatly lowered, 
crushingly so. The lower ones have been lifted 
to some extent. But I cannot believe that it is a 
happy thought or anything of which a country 
should boast when there is a regulation to the 
effect that no house costing more than £1,000 
($4,000) can be built by anyone, and no house 
can have more than one bathroom. Mr. Cross- 
man was immensely pleased with this. condition, 
and spoke scornfully of the homes he had seen 
in Druid Hills. ; 

What he failed to take into account is the fact 
that many of his audience in Atlanta that night 
—working people—may have now or some day 
can have just such a house as is forbidden in 
England. It is far from impossible. The posses- 
sion of two bathrooms is not a crime here, but 
an attainable aim. 


I objected strongly to Mr. Crossman’s as- 
sumption that his audience was of such low 
mental level that he could make misleading 
implications as to the accomplishments of 
the Labor Government, and glamorize So- 
cialism without anyone’s being the wiser. 


Finally, what I objected to most, was Mr. 
Crossman’s doing a double disservice: to his 
audience, by insisting that Britain’s social legis- 
lation was entirely the work of the Labor Party 
and the Labor Government when in fact it is 
the result of a long period of growth beginning 
more than a hundred years ago; and to Britain, 
by claiming a standard of material well-being 
which simply does not exist. It was a particular 
disservice to Britain at this time because it 
raised in the minds of his audience the obvious 
question, “Why should we help these people 
who are so much better off than we are?” e 
truth of the matter, of course, is, that Britain 
needs American help and co-operation in every 
sphere of the national life just as America 
requires British co-operation in world affairs. It 
may well be that anyone who sabotages this 
mutual understanding is doing a third disservice 
—to the people of the whole world.

Milledgeville To. Display Homes

MILLEDGEVILLE — History 
is stirring again in this the ante- 
bellum capitol of Georgia! * 

They’re “doing” the Gover- 
nor’s Mansion again—and all 
Milledgeville is setting its house 
in order for another Pilgrimage 
of Old Homes to make ‘the proj- 
ect possible. 


From 1 to 8 p. m. Sunday, 
April 24, some of the loveliest 
homes and gardens in the entire 
Southland will be open to the 
public—at $1 per person—all be- 
cause the citizens of Milledge- 
ville are satisfied with nothing 
less than perfection. 

Never since the last First 
Lady to occupy the old Greek 
revival Governor's Mansion 
went on a “modern” spree in 
1868 and junked the fine old 
furnishings in favor of the horse- 
hair, marble-topped Mid-Victori- 
an pieces of the era, have the 
townspeople of Milledgeville 
been -happy about the mansion. 

Mrs. Charles Jenkins, wife of 
the postwar Governor, was mak- 
ing a futile effort to keep the 
capitol in Milledgeville by show- 
ing off the Mansion as a “mod- 
ern,” up-to-the-minute menage— 
but they moved the capitol any- 
how and the Mansion fell by 
slow stages from the pinnacle it 
occupied as the most perfect 
home in Georgia. It was rented 
out to one tenant after another. 
They took in boarders and cut 
up its elegant salon into a se- 
ries of bedrooms. They put 
black enamel on its lovely wide- 
board pine floors and denuded 
the graceful rotunda of its oil 
paintings and its elegant car- 


pets. 

In 1890 the Governor’s Man- 
sion came back into official use 
—not as the residence of gover- 
nors but as the home of the 
Presidents of Georgia State Col- 
lege for Women. In 1936, led by 
Mrs. Guy Wells, wife of the 
present college President, and 
Mrs. David Ferguson, the 


‘United Daughters of the Con- 


federacy began restoring the 
Mansion. 

Gradually by searchMg the 
State and antique shops in other 
States they were able to buy 
back many of the original 
pieces that Mrs. Jenkins had so 
rashly sold. Where they couldn’t 
get an original they bought 
similar pieces of the same pe- 
riod. 

To finance the restoration of 
the Mansion, the Pilgrimage of 
Old Homes was staged—under 
the sponsorship of the UDC and 


the Rotary Club. Hundreds of | 
lovers of antiquity from all parts 


Milledgeville was 


of the sieahis trooped to Mil- 
ledgeville to walk bemused 
down the boxwood - bordered 


paths of old gardens, shaded by 
century-old Magnolia trees and 
fragrant with wisteria and tea 
olive, to linger in the graceful 
parlors of some of the State’s 
oldest homes. 

Milledgeville—a city that set 
out to be a city—was a center of 
civilization and culture: when 
Atlanta and most of Georgia 
wére young and raw frontier 
country. Because it was near the 
geographic center of the State, 
arbitrarily 
chosen as the capital and its 
wide treets were laid out. Plant- 
ers and professional men and 


wealthy statesmen moved rapid- 
ly into the town and began the 
construction of their great 


Greek revival mansions. 

The Governor’s Mansion, fin- 
ished in 1839, was considered 
the most perfect example of the 
architecture of the period. With 
its Ionic columns, its glass- 
domed rotunda, octagonal par- 
lors and black marble mantels 
and silver-plated door knobs, it 
was a show place even then. 
This month, with its gardens re- 
stored under the loving hands of 
President and Mrs. Wells, it will 
be one of the high points on the 
Pilgrimage tour. 

The tour will include nine 
other ante-bellum homes, one 


modern residence filled with 
priceless antiques, and the Ma- 
sonic Hall with the chair Lafay- 
ette sat in when he visited Mil- 
ledgeville, and a Bible presented 
to the lodge by George betes 
ton. The Masonic Hall also has 
one of the phenomenal . stair- 
ways of the period, an airy 
structure, which climbs, : seem- 
ingly unsupported four flights 
up to a skylight. ~ 

Ghosts, buriea treasure, a tun- 
nel from the Governo.’s Man- 
sion to the State House (now 
Georgia Military College) and 
all sorts of ante-bellum delights 
such as secret riairways and at- 
uct hideaways where ( onfeder- 
ate soldiers lurked while Sher- 
man was in town, abound in 
Milledgeville—and will be

An Atlanta philatelist who “combines a hobby with a 
hope” is featured in the current. issue of Stamps, national 
publication directed to stamp collectors. 


Wellborn R. Ellis, attorney 
and Administrator of the Fulton 
County Board of Public Welfare, 
contributes a lead article, “The 
United Nations,” to the philately 
magazine, tracing inspiration 
and history of his unique “UN 
Collection.” 


“Tt was on Guadalcanal, while 
with the U. S. Marine Corps, 
that I bought my first collector’s 
stamp item from the British Co- 
lonial Post Office—just reopened 
after that island had been re- 
captured from the Japs,” Ellis 
explained. 


The Atlantan, a major in the 
Marine Corps, later picked up 
mint copies of Japanese stamps 
in Saipan as Americans took 
over the Post Office in Garapan. 

“But it was not until I re- 
turned home many months later 
that I became interested in phi- 
lately as a hobby,” Ellis recalled. 
“Attempting to reason out why 
we had fought the war—other 
than to finish the job and get 
home—I became interested in 
then current news about crea- 
tion of the UN. I suddenly real- 
ized the possibility of combining 
a hobby with a hope—a hope for 
peace and a world based on law 
and order.” 

The result was Ellis’ collection 
of more than 5,000 stamps and 
his cherished covers cached and 
sent by UN officials, including 
Sec. Gen. Trygve Lie. No other 
collector in the world is known 
to have such a collection.

months we have. It’s too hot, most 
fishermen will tell you. 

For those who aré under the 
misapprehension that bass_hi- 
bernate Winter, it should be 
borne in mind that the fish is 
a cold-blooded mammal. As a 
consequence, its metabolic proc- 
esses, including digestion, slow 
down as its body temperature 
decreases. Also, its body temper- 
ture decreases as water temper- 
ature drops. 

In a study made by the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service several 
years ago it was found that in 
water under 50 degrees Fahren- 
héeit the larger young-of-the-year 
bass would take no food. In water 
39 degrees the fish required over 
350 hours to digest a minnow. 
During the Summer, with higher 
temperatures, the same minnow 
would have been digested in a few 
hours. 

What does this prove? Maybe 
nothing, as te when you can catch 
more fish. But it proves that fish 
will eat more, and should strike 
more readily, in hotter weather. 
With such conditions inevitably 
ahead, this is encouraging to know, 
‘even if it doesn’t work~eut to ad- 
vantage this Summer when the 
waters are hot enough to melt a 
sinker.

The Hero of the Parable Turned 
Out to Be the Father Who Was 
the Only One to Welcome Home 
the Wayward Young Man — See 
Clark Fay's Cover Painting 


By John Erskine 


HE parable of the Prodigal Son, told in the 
T 15th chapter of the Gospel, according to 

St. Luke, is one of the best known stories 
which have come to us from the teachings of 
Jesus. But tho it is well known, it is often 
misunderstood. less we have,.read it with 
close attention,.we ma‘ remember it in outline 
somewhat as follows: 

A certain man had two sons, and the 
younger, to see the world, asked for his 
inheritance,-to do with as he pleased. As soon 
as his father gave him the money, the boy trav- 
eled into a far country and soon spent every 
cent, 

When he had nothing left, he got work with 
a farmer in that distant region as a swineherd. 
Day after day he watched the pigs, and in time 
this exercise developed in him an unaccustomed 
thoughtfulness.

Remembering his comfortable home. which 
he had left, the light work which was all that 
his father, had ever required of him, and the 
abundance of food on the family table, he began 
to be sorry he had not stayed there. He decided 
to go back, admit his mistake, and ask to be 
taken on as one of the hired servants. . 

But his father caught sight of-him while he 
was still far off, and ran out to meet him with 
the most affectionate welcome. Instead of treat- 
ing the boy as though he had disgracéd the fam- 
ily, he clothed him in fine robes and made a 
great banquet forhim.’” . 

The elder brothér considered this treatment 
-altogether too generous. It made him somewhat 
angry when he recalled that he had been work- 
ing faithfully on the place all his life, had never 
run away to see the world; had never, like his 
younger brother, wasted the family fortune on 
riotous living—yet his father had never given 
him even a kid, that he might make merry with 
his friends, 

With this careless reading of the story many 
of us find it easy to think that the elder brother 
was an admirable character, and the pradigal 
was a spoiled child. 

But it would be nearer the truth to say that 
the prodigal, however reckless, had the love of 
life in him, the courage to seek adventure, where- 
as the elder son, so far as the story reveals, was 
cautious, thrifty in a timid way, inclined to be 
mean. 

The story says only that the prodigal wasted 
his substance with riotous living, but the accu- 
sation that he had lived with sinful women was 
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the invention of the envious elder brother. Or 
perhaps the elder brother was repeating uncom- 
plimentary rumors brought home by other trav- 
elers into the far country. 

No doubt the amiable gossips circulated re- 


| ports that the boy no longer kept the Sabbath 


or visited. the synagogue. If his desire to see 
the great world took him to Alexandria, or 
Rome,.or Corinth, there would be plenty of mis- 
chief-makers to tell the folks at home thaé curi- 


osity was taking the youngster into temples of 


the heathen, and that he had been seen gazing 
at the statues of pagan gods and goddesses. The 
charge that he had had anything to do with 
sinful women would seem mild in comparison. 

But if we read the story with close attention, 
we notice in the first place that the father made 
an equitable division between his two sons. It 
was the younger brother who asked for his in- 
heritance somewhat ahead of time, but the father 
immediately “divided unto them (unto each of 
them) his living.” ‘ 

Just what the elder son did with his inheri- 


, tance is not stated, but we can guess from an- 


other parable, the story of the Talents. The 
elder son probably put his inheritance in what 
he thought was a safe place, and never made 
anything of it. - 

The second point to notice is that the prodi- 
gal came to grief not simply because he spent 
his money, but because “there arose a mighty 
famine in that land, and he began to be in want.” 
The famine naturally was not brought on by any 


fault in his character. 
In the beginning of the Book of Ruth we are 


- told that a terrible famine arose in Bethlehem 


where Naomi and. her family lived, They were 
forced to journey into the land of Moab and re- 
sida there until thé famine in their own. country 
had come to an end. 

But Naomi, her husband, and her-sons, were 
never*represented as prodigals, nor blamed for 
the lack of food. .It was a famine during the 
seven lean years which caused Jacob to send his 
sons into Egypt to buy wheat. 

The third point to notice is that the elder 
brother,. who complains,that.,his»father never 
gave him a kid to make merry with his friends, 


had, so far as we can learn from,the story, no 
friends at all. He was apparently not a sociable 


character like’ his 
_younger brother. 
. The elder brother 
had little human kind- 
ness in him. In that re- 
spect he differed from 
his brother and nota- 
bly his fathér. If we 
understand the story, 
we appreciate the nat- 
ural sympathy between 
ey the wise father and

the unwise but lovable younger brother. 

No matter what gossipy travelers might re- 
port of the absent boy, the father grieved chiefly 
because he was not at home. The elder brother, 
it seems, could endure that absence. with equa- 
nimity ; for him the calamity occurred when the 
prodigal returned. 

The hero of the parable is neither the younger 
son nor the elder, but the father who loved and 
understood his children. The heart of the story 
is in the prodigal’s return, and in the fact that 
only his father welcomed him. 

Scholars who understand the sharing of prop- 
erty in ancient times say that the father, in one 
famous sentence, was rebuking the greed of the 
elder brother. “Son, thou art ever with me, and 
all that I have is thine, ” The elder brother, since 
he was the elder, enjoyed a kind of joint owner- 
ship of the property. 

The longer he Stayed on the place, and the 
more he worked to improve it, the richer he — 
would be at his father’s death. The brother 
called prodigal would have thought it beneath 
contempt to calculate on what would come to 
him after his father’s funeral.

ITS DIGESTIBLE /

T SUNDOWN one of the great pyramids 
A of Egypt cast a shadow _over the finely- 
chiseled face of Florence Groff. 

Barely 17, she gazed in awe at this sky- 
reaching burial place of an ancient Pharaoh and 
wondered how, in the days beiore engineering 
marvels, such monuments had been built; won- 
dered what nameless mysteries those old tombs 
contained. within their solid sione. 

Somewhere the answer is hidden, she thought. 
Some day we will discover it. 

Her reverie was interrupted by her father, 
Dr. William T. Groff, noted archeoiogist. 

“Another day,’ he mused. “Another day in 
the relentless search. But it grows more excit- 
ing with the years.” 

Florence smiled in assent. 

Her life, so different from that of other girls, 
had been happy. She loved this probing into the 
past of ancient Greece and Egypt; this search 
for long-veiled secrets of early civilizations. 

Florence Groff’s first 17 years had moved 
swiftly. The next 30 years moved just as swiftly. 
There were few outside influences, no heart 
interests, only complete devotion to her family, 
her studies and her work—archeology, writing, 
continuous travel. A linguist, she spoke and 
wrote 36 Middle-Eastern dialects. 

At 47 the mysterious force of the long-dead 
empires ha@ captured her,-as it had her father, 
mother and brother. 

Then she lost the members of her family, 

one by one. 
Within a few months she was left alone. She 
buried her father in Athens in 1900, her brother 
a year later in the shadow of the Acropolis and 
her mother at ancient Ghizeh, near the pyramids 
which the family knew so well. 

Left alone, Florence Groff plunged deeper 
into-her work. She drew more and.more into a 
shell, excluding*the outside world and what she 
considered its frivolous activities. 

For, nearly 20 more years she continued her 

archeological. research in the Middle East, now 
and then returning to her native Cincinnati, 
Ohio, to check on property left by her parents. 
But few ever learned much about her; a mantle 
of mystery covered her life. 

Then in 1919 she built a house in Hastings- 
on-the-Hudson, N. Y. Miss Jennie Brookbank, 
an accomplished artist and copier of famous 
works, joined her and the two women settled 
down to paint in seclusion. . 

. They stayed to, themselves and were rarely 
seen outside -the home

like a will-o’-wisp of the marshlands. 

Miss Groff, fair in complexion and with pierc- 
ing dark eyes, was sometimes observed on the 
streets, dressed in black, a turban wound about 
her head, and always an umbrella, rai, or shine, 
in her hand. 

In 1938 Jennie Brookbank died and Florence 
Groff was again left alone. No one knew. how 
she lived. She was known as a “kind old 
eccentric” who paid for what she received—but 
seldom received much, 

On Jan. 21, 1948, a neighbor reported to 
police that Miss Groff had not been seen for days. 

Police broke into the littered, ramshackle 
house and found the old lady, now over 90, half- 
frozen, half-starved, stretched full length amid 
the debris. Bankbooks, bonds, stocks and French 
gold coins were scattered through the house. 

Two months later in Grasslands Hospital in 
Eastview, N. Y., where she had insisted on being 
admitted as a ‘charity patient, Florence Groff 
died. Her estate was estimated at: $50,000. 

Her will, drawn first in 1902 in Athens and 
re-drawn in Cincinnati in 1906, was found in the 
house. 

In. her own handwriting, Florence Groff made 
one of the strangest requests on record. She 
wanted a pyramid built in a Hamilton County, 
Ohio, cemetery, large enough to hold the bodies

: of her parents, her brother and herself. 


Her years of Spartan-like living, the careful 
handling of her money, were all planned for the 
day when she would be buried in regal splendor 
as the Pharaohs of old. 

The will said: 

“Any money and bonds are to be devoted to 
bringing ‘our bodies and to building a monument 
,-- 1he monument is to be in the form of a pyra- 
mid, the base of the pyramid to be the size of the 
lot (425 square feet) ...I wish everything done 
to build the most durable tomb that can be made. 
On the front of the entrance door of the pyramid 
tomb is to be the name of Groff, on one’ side 
written in modern Egyptian and on the other 
side in Greek . 

Her own rough sketches accompanied the 
instructions. 

Kenneth Cole, public administrator of West- 
chester County, N. Y., said he would try to 
comply with Miss Groff’s wishes. His task was 
well defined. He must locate the bodies of 
Florence Groff’s parents and brother. He must 
learn if Ohio building codes permit the erection 
of a pyramid. He must decide if the estate has 
enough assets to erect the tomb described. 

if he is successful, Florence Groff—like a 
daughter of the Pharaoiis-—may rest at last with 
her family in a replica of the tombs of the 
ancient kings «*° ke Middle-East, to whom they 


~ had devoted their lives. 
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bors often saw, through 
chinks in the shuttered | 
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lantern moving about the 
debris -cluttered rooms

Betty Butler, But 

His Eyes Couldn't 

Forget What They

Just two years before, on Jan. 25, 1947, 
Actress Eve Abbott had gone to Juarez, Mex.; 
divorced Keenan and, four hours later, had mar- 
ried his best pal and the bobby-soxers’ delight, 
Film Star Van Johnson. 

That event, and the incidents leading up to 
it, had kept Hollywood tongues wagging. 

At first, it seemed amusing, the way both 
the Wynns took under their protection the freck- 
led-face young actor and former chorus boy who 
had suddenly skyrocketed to movie fame. 

Van constantly was at the Wynn home. He 
played with their children, Ned and Tracy. 
When Keenan was busy, Van took Eve to dinner 
at the Hollywood restaurants. 

Then Van and Eve fell in love. 

Gossips tried to make a martyr of Keenan, 
but he would have none of it. He stayed friendly 
with both Van and Eve, made no protest to 
Eve’s divorce or marriage to his buddy. 

The Wynns didn’t even work out a formal 
custody arrangement about their children. 
Keenan came to see his sons at their new home, 
or frequently entertained them at his. When 
Eve and Van had a daughter of their own In 
January, 1948, Keenan sent presents to the-baby. 

Maybe Keenan was trying to explain some 
of his actions when he said recently: 

“I myself was a child of divorced’, parents. 
I didn’t want my kids repeating some of* my 
experiences. I went to bearding schools from 
the age of 7 to 14. 
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“Away ‘from school, I stayed most of the

Admittedly, Keenan was hurt by Holly- 
wood’s treatment of him following his separa- 
tion from Eve.

“My first Christmas alone,” recalled Keenan, 
“the only person who asked me to his house was 
one of my motorcycling buddies. I had cocktails 
with Van and Eve and they wanted me to stay 
with them, but it hardly seemed the thing to do.” 

Then Keenan met Betty Butler. ‘ 

In keeping with the pattern of his life, it 
was on a blind date. There are different versions 
as to who arranged it.

When the family moved to Hollywood, she 
wanted to get a job in a studio publicity de- 
partment. She dressed up and went to interview 
aman at M-G-M.

She stayed six months. Though Keenan was 


_under contract there, she didn’t see him once. 


She had never seen him in a picture until after 
she started going with him. She has seen only 
one since, “My Dear Secretary.” 
She and Wyna didn’t want to fall in love. 
As Keenan recalled recently: “We kept say- 
ing: ‘Now for heaven’s sake, let’s don’t get so 
that we need each other. Let’s go out with other 
people.’ But we were so miserable apart that we 
finally gave in and decided to go steady.” — 
Then, last January 11, Keenan went to the 
apartment of Betty’s parents at 11 p. m. While 
Betty was sleeping, he talked to them, on and 


‘on, until 1 o’clock, reciting his shortcomings and 


affirming his*desire to marry their daughter. 
Surprisingly, to him, they consented. 

When Keenan and Betty started for Tia 
Juana, all the money they had was $87. 

“It was raining and snowing like fury,” 
Betty told friends afterwards. ‘“Keenan’s old 
coupe didn’t have a heater. We had to leave 
the window open to keep the inside of the wind- 
shield from frosting over, I almost froze to 
death.” 7 

At Tia Juana, Keenan suddenly remembered 
that he hadn’t bought a wedding ring. When 
he married Betty Butler, he used the gold band 
he still had on his finger from the double-ring 
ceremony with his previous wife, Eve.

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the ocean was apparently no barrier te the jinx, 

which superstitious say has been pur- 

suing guests of the Bradley Martin ball. 
Twelve hundred went to the party in one of 


New York City’s large hotels, and as many po- 


licemen waited outside, with Teddy Roosevelt the 
commanding officer. The chain of events, which 
was destined to become a trail of tragedy, opened 
on a serio-comic note. 

Mrs. Ogden Mills and Mrs. Perry Belmont, 
two of the Big Six of New York Socigty, had 
been bosom friends for years. They shared the 
same dressmaker, the same hairdresser, and it 
was only natural that. the hairdresser would 
serve them both on this.one evening. 

Mrs. Belmont had first call on him, and it 
was stipulated that, as soon as he had finished 
with her tresses, he would be driven to the home 
of Mrs. Mills. 

The ball opened at 9 p. m., and Mrs. Belmont 
was practically on time, arriving at 9:45 with 
a fresh coiffure. Mrs. Mills, on the other hand, 
did not make an appearance until midnight. Her 
hair was lovely, but her temper was the opposite. 

Whether by design or accident, the hairdress- 
er had been detained at the Belmont mansion. 
The two leading ladies of the 400 never spoke 
to each other afterwards. 


V1 feb kine a week, Teddy Roosevelt’s fears were 
justified, The so-called. Million-Dollar Ball 
was widely criticized as a wanton extravagance 
and a deplorable example of bad taste. 

Mrs. Bradley Martin suffered a nervous 
breakdown and recovered partially to find out 
that she was an exile on the island of Manhat- 
tan, as far as society was concerned. Even the 
top-ranking guests at her party failed to call 
upon her; let it be known that she had ceased 
to exist, socially. 

She and her husband, the latter an innocent 
bystander, went to Scotland, where she issued 
stinging rebukes regarding her treatment by 
“the American people.” 

The pattern of tragedy took — rapidly. 
Cornelia Martin, their wealthy an ‘beautiful 
daughter, married the Earl of Craven: He fell 
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to his death from the yacht provided for the . 


couple by the Bradley Martins. 

His son, the succeeding Earl, received con- 
siderable publicity when he became involved 
with Lady Cathcart, who left her titled husband 
and was formally accused of moral turpitude on 
her attempt to visit the United States. 

Cornelia’s grandson, the current Earl of 
Craven, has been keeping the name alive in Eng- 
land, where he married Gwendoline Irene Mey- 
rick, daughter. of a woman known as Queen of 
the Night Clubs. 

The marriage took place in 1939 and a daugh-

* The jewels she wore that night cost $300,000, 
a reporter was informed, but they did not bring 
happiness. A few years after the affair, the 
Astors, who had been known as “the perfect 
married couple,” quarreled bitterly, and sep- 
arated. The separation led to a divorce from 
Mrs. Ava Witling Astor. Then came his mar-

Not long after he was married Phelps lost 
his job. There was a bit of an argument as to 
why. Hé said he was laid off through no fault 
of his own. His wife said he was fired because 
he had no desire to work,

spot, and asked Alice to drive east with him and 
look over the situation.

Evelyn Hartstein was the third of Sigmund 
Hartstein’s Children — born of the Pittsburgh 
hardware/merchant’s second marriage. 

There were two children from his first mar- 
riage—her half-brother and half-sister ®Leonard 
and Florence. 

Those who knew her said that Evelyn had 
always been a “spoiled one.” At 16 she eloped 
with a‘ sophomore at the University of Pitts- 
burgh, but the marriage was annulled. cs 

At 19, she again eloped, and that marriage 
ended in a divorce. : 

In, 1939, when Evelyn was 25, her father 
introduced her to a young man who was manager 
of one of his branch stores, in Turtle Creek, a 
suburb of Pittsburgh—Louis Kleinberg. He was 
steady, intelligent, and pleasant. Hartstein hoped 
that he and Evelyn would like each other. 

“He’s a good boy,” he told his wife, Ann, 
Evelyn’s mother. “He’d be a good son-in-law. 
When I’m gone, someone will have to carry on 
the business. Louis could do it.” 

Louis and Evelyn did like each other—tre- 
mendously. Louis was already married, but a 
divorce was in prospect, and it was tacitly agreed 
that. when Louis was divorced, he and Evelyn 
would be married. | 

Then, suddenly, Hartstein Keard things that 
changed his opinion of Louis. He was told that 
Louis was. friendly with people of whom Hart- 
stein disapproved—men whose lives were on the 
fringes of the underworld. 

He discharged Louis as manager of his store. 
He forbade him to come to the house; forbade 
Evelyn to see him. Headstrong, willful Evelyn, 
however, continued to see Louis on every possible 
occasion, 
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Qn the evening of Oct. 23, 1940, the elder 
Hartsteins went to the theatre—and Evelyn 
called Louis, inviting him over to her home. The 
Hartsteins returned home shortly after 11 
o'clock. Apparently the young couple had not 
expected them back so soon, or had lost track 
of the time. Louis was still there. 

Neighbors heard shots and screams from the 
Hartstein home in one of Pittsburgh’s better 
residential sections. Hartstein staggered from 
the house, as several neighbors ran up. 

“Get a doctor,” he cried. “He shot us. He 
killed mama.” 

Mrs. Hartstein died instantly. Hartstein was 
to die several weeks later in a hospital. Klein- 
berg was arrested, and charged with murder. 
There were several stories of what happened. 
In his final testimony at his trial, Kleinberg was 
to say that, when Hartstein came home and 
found him there, he became livid with rage. 

He went into the dining room, Kleinberg said, 
and returned with a gun. Kleinberg said he had 
struggled with Hartstein for the gun, and that 
it was accidentally discharged, killing Mrs. Hart- 
stein, and fatally wounding her husband. 

Evelyn appeared almost unmoved by the 
tragedy. She was enraged when she was told 
she could not see Kleinberg. Her visits to her 
father in the hospital were brief and perfunctory 
—but she deluged Kleinberg with fruit and 
flowers. 

On his deathbed, Hartstein changed his will. 
His old will, as all the family knew, left his 
estate—later estimated at $139,000—to his wife, 
with the provision that it should go to Evelyn 
upon Mrs. Hartstein’s death. The other children 
were left only small bequests “because they have 
proved they can earn their own livelihoods.” 

His new will, since Mrs. Hartstein was already 
dead, divided his estate equally among the 
three children, directing that Evelyn’s share be 
held in trust until she was 35 years old. There 
was, in addition, an insurance policy for $127,- 
000, to be divided between Evelyn and her half- 
sister, Florence. :

Hartstein died on November 6. 

On December, 27, while Kleinberg was still in 
jail, awaiting trial, Evelyn announced to friends 
that she was going to New York, to have a good 
time, and “‘throw a big New Year’s Eve party.” 
She withdrew $15,000 from the bank—part of 
her share of her father’s insurance—and left 
Pittsburgh, never, so far as was known, to re- 
turn. 

On April 21, 1941, Kleinberg went on trial 
for murder. Defense Attorney Albert Martin 
and Kleinberg hai hoped that Evelyn would be 
their star witness, but she did not appear. 

Prosecutor Chauncey E. Pruger charged that 
Evelyn was a “cold, hardened girl,” that she and 
Kleinberg had planned the murder of her parents 
and that she fled because she was afraid that 
Kleinberg ‘“‘would squeal on her.” 

Kleinberg’s lawyer charged that she had “run 
out on him.” Kleinberg issued appeals for her 
to come forward and give testimony that would 
vindicate him. But there was no answer—and 
he was sentenced to life imprisonment. 

Her half-brother and half-sister waited for 
the legal seven years, and then asked a court to 
declare her legally dead. Acquaintances whis- 


“Evelyn will come forward at the last minute 
to stop that action. There’s more than $80,000 
coming to her—she’ll never pass that up.” 

Kleinberg insisted, from his cell, that she 
was still alive. One of Kleinberg’s friends said 
she’d been seen as late as 1944. But he could 
offer no proof. Evelyn herself, if she was still 
alive, did not choose to appear. 

On January 24, this year, Judge Thomas P. 
Trimble in Orphan’s Court in ,Pittsburgh de- 
clared her dead. Her half-brother and half-sister 
would share her part of her father’s estate under 
the law—and her half-sister would receive Eve- 
lyn’s half of the insurance, 

The case was settled—for everyone but Klein- 


rg.

g the child’s second visit to my office, 
when we had established a reasonably friendly 
basis of understanding, I suggested looking for 
some toys in the storeroom where the box of 
puppet dolls, toy animals and doll furniture fre- 
quently used as testing material stood in a 
conspicuous spot. 

Helen admired a toy Scottie as she carried 
the box to a near-by table, and after setting up 
some of the furniture immediately started to 
undress the dolls. She put their clothes on the 
animals ande fh a short time a cat and dog tea 
party was in progress. The disrobed dolls stood 
at a distance in an austere row. 

‘“They’re just watchers,” the child remarked 
and then ignored them completely. , 

This play was repeated on several occasions 
and finally it was suggested that Helen might 
like to bring some playthings from home. She 
arrived for the next session carrying a stuffed 
kangaroo clad in a white satin wedding gown 
and, in keeping with her usual play .pattern, an 
undressed doll—a “watcher.” 

t is well known to the trained psychologist 
that children project their emotional conflicts 
into the situations they create in dramatic play. 
If a child feels inadequate or hostile he takes 
his feelings out on the doll which, to him, repre- 
semts the father; mother or baby brother re- 
sponsible for his unhappiness. 

Through careful questioning it was possible 
to learn that Helen felt completely restricted 
by all the adults who constantly surrounded her. 
They were, in reality, the watchers who stood 
by ready to exert some undesirable control. 
She felt she had to escape from their overpro- 
tection—the too-much love and too-much train- 
ing they gave her. |

unchecked. - The solution rested in persuading 
the parents to send her to nursery school where 
the companionship of other children made 
reality so pleasant that the dream-world lost 
some of its fascination. In dddition, the fussy 
supervision of four adults at home was relaxed. 


In. this instance dramatic play was used 
merely to diagnose Helen’s problem and the 
cure was found elsewhere. Occasionally, how- 
ever, mere repetition of some play activity re- 
lieves the tension and permits the psychologist, 
through wisely guided conversation, to correct 
a wrong attitude. : 

This was true in the case of Sandra, a child 
of 10, who had been strictly obedient and trust- 
worthy until a few months before she was 
brought in for consultation. ¥ - 

Twice during her earlier years there had 
been a new baby in the home, but each time the 
infant had died when only a few weeks old. 
Then the third baby boy had arrived, and 
stayed. 

When Sandra was faced with the play ma- 
terials she picked up an oversized baby doll (in 
preference to a tiny one also in the set), thus 
indicating that her baby brother was a big 
factor in her life. Instead of placing the baby 
in the high-chair or the crib she set him on a 
toy tricycle. 

She pushed the tricycle with great violence, 
ramming it first into one piece of furniture and 
then into another. 3 

When the question was asked, “Do babies 
usually ride tricycles?” she answered without 
hesitation. “No,” she said, “but this one is 
going to and-he’s going to be hurt,” 


ERE was an obvious jealousy of the new mem- 


ber of the family who had taken parental, 


attention that Sandra wanted for herself. She 
was allowed to repeat this rough play for 
several sittings, working out her frustration. 

Meanwhile we talked about the protection 
all babies need, even baby puppies and kittens. 
That didn’t mean that babies were loved more 
than older children. 


Furthermore, it was pointed out, Sandra 


‘could do many things the baby couldn’t—such 


as going to the Museum of Natural History, the 
movies and to Coney Island. Eventually there 
was a day when after putting the doll on the 
tricycle she snatched it off saying, “That was 
a silly thing to do.. He belongs in his high- 
chair.”

IGHT-YEAR-OLD Roberta had five brothers 
and four sisters and was a member of a fam- 
ily of modest means.

In Roberta’s case it wasn’t the subject 
rnatter of her paintings or the way she used 
color that made a diagnosis of her childish 
anxiety possible. Her insatiable desire to 
excel, coupled with her dramatic play activities 
and a knowledge of her heme situation all 
helped build up the final conclusions. ; 

. The use of drawings made with pencils or 
crayons, painting, and fingerprinting — where 
the paint in a muddy consistency is spread on 
wet paper with the hands—all are what psycholo- 
gists call “protective techniques” for measuring 
the child’s personality and discovering the under- 


lying causes of obscure emotional reactions. 
Dramatic play is a projective technique, too.

This perfectly normal little girl, of good in-

ered she was allowed to work in a shop where 
she could make wagons and airplanes. Her 
nervousness disappeared and if she is allowed to 
follow her natural interests it is entirely possible 
that she may one day become an outstanding 
woman engineer. 
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was at low. ebb and his case was brought to 
my attention by a friend who considered him 
sadly neglected. 

He looked at me questioningly when I sug- 
gested playing together. In his small world 
grown-ups, especially women, never had time 
to play. 

He looked at the mother doll and promptly 
put her to bed declaring that she was sick.

HIS dramatization of the doctor’s visits; and

In Sam’s case we worked with the mother 
and persuaded her to take a more cheerful view 
of her own health situation.and devote more 
time to the child who, through many sessions 
of playing and talking out his ‘conflict, had 
revealed his true feelings. i 

It never is possible to generalize on the 
meaning of any response, however, since each 
child’s play activities are individual to him. 
Interpretation of dramatic play and the results 
of other projective techniques is an art that 
requires years of training, experience and a 
special understanding of children. 

The value, to the trained observer, of watch- 
ing a child at play is the fact that it enables one 
to learn a great deal about him in a short time.)

Dr. Berry is a native Texan who started 
practicing medicine in Forsythe, Mont., in 1915. 
He was married in 1918, divorced in,1931, and 
married his secretary, who left him after two 
months and was also divorced from him. He 
remarried his first wife and was divorced from 
her a second time before he moved to Olympia, 
Wash. 

There he met Elizabeth Kevin, who had been 
known at the University of Washington as “the 
brunette bombshell.’’ They were married when 
she was 24 and he was a little more than twice 
that age. They got along well until a Fourth of 


July week-end party in 1939, where Elizabeth - 


met a retired Coast Guard officer.

took the officer from his home on a false warrant 
and drove him to a quarry, where he was 
severely beaten. : 

Dr. Berry was convicted Of kidnaping, which 
can be a capital offense in Washington. Char- 
acterized by the judge as “a jealous old fool, 
he was sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The doctor became a model prisoner in the 
state prison at Walla Walla. In only a few 
months he was made a trusty and assigned to 
the prison hospital, which was operated by 
orderlies with the aid of an outside doctor. 

Warden Smith watched him one morning as 
he interviewed the long line of convicts who 
showed up for sick call. With the skill of long 
practice, Dr. Berry sent the malingerers off to 
their work and prescribed briefly for those who 
were really -ill. 

“Okay, I’m convinced,” the warden said. 
“After this, Doc, you're it. What’s the use of 
hiring a doctor to come here every day when 
we've got one as a steady boarder? As of now, 
you’re in charge of the prison hospital.’ 

So Dr. Berry doffed his penitentiary garb for 
a familiar white gown and undertook a reorgan- 
ization program. At his suggestion new equip- 
ment was purchased and suitable inmates were 
trained as his assistants. 
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Before long Washington’s prison hospital had 
become one of the best in the country. Prisoners 
were not only treated for ordinary ailments, and 
patched up after the usual sudden conflicts, but 
each of the 1,500 felons was brought in period- 

, ically for a thorough physical and X-ray exam- 
When ailments were discovered, the 
patients were hospitalized and treated. — 

The war came, and doctors in and around 
Walla Walla became scarcer and scarcer. Dr. 
Berry didn’t realize it at the time, but when 
Captain Hubbard walked into his cell the night 
Jimmy King was sick and shook him awake, a 
turning point fad arrived in his life. 

“Get your bag, Doc, and hurry,” the captain 
ordered. ‘‘We’re going to take a trip.” 

It had been a long time since the doctor 
stood beside a bedside in a private home, but he 
was thoroughly at ease. In an hour he had 
young Jimmy asleep. The. crisis passed before 
morning. 

When another doctor declared later. that 
Jimmy would have died without such skillful 
attention, Dr. Berry had earned the eternal 
gratitude of the captain and also had set a pat- 
tern. An army officer’s wife took poison a few 
weeks later, and again Dr. Berry saved a life. 
After that he was allowed to go out with a guard 
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whenever an emergency arose. He was called 
into consultation on numerous cases and he per- 
formed several operations which required un- 
usual skill. - :

“Of course, I approve,” the warden said. “Who 
could deserve a parole more than a man who 
has saved 60 lives while he was in prison?”

His wife 
had divorced him and moved away, but the 
doctor had no desire to return to Olympia. He 
went to Sedro-Woolley in upstate Washington

. The one striking difference was that Shirley 
found, and married, the man¢he loved. Lotta Crab- 
tree found her man, but never married him, nev- 
er discussed him, and carried the secret romance 
to the graveé—a mystery locked in her heart. 

As a matter of fact, thereé.-were two men in 
Lotta’s life, but neither was prominent when she 
made her debut as an entertainer. 

That was atthe height of the California gold* 
rush, the place Was Rabbit Creek, and Lotta was 
eight years old. 

She danced in the light of candles, her red 
cs hair sparkling and her blue eyes flashing under- 
| neath the tall, green hat she wore. Horny-handed 
miners tossed gold nuggets at her feet, starting 
the fortune that was to amount to more than 

$4,000,000 when she died. 

It went to charity. Practically everything Lotta 
Crabtree made went to charity, private and public. 

Lola Montez, most fabulous feminine figure of : —— — See 
the century, summed her up: . -  , ae.

_ “She does not live for herself. She gives—too i ps . 
much!” 

Lotta Crabtree answered her only competitor 
in the world of glamour: 

‘Some people, I think, do not give enough.” 

The two famous beauties never met in the 
field of romance, but their admirers found no 
comparison —to them, Lotta was superior. 

Lotta’s father owned a book store in New York 
and he was somewhat confused and bewildered 
when he was summoned home on Nov. 7, 1847, to 
discover he was a father. 

John Crabtree, borrowing titles from the books 
he read, insisted the baby girl be christened 
Charlotte Mignon-—-the “Lotta” was* a natura! 
short cut from Charlotte. 

Bookseller Crabtree joined the gold rush to 
California.in 1850, leaving his wife, Mary, and 
Lotta.at home until he could make his fortune. 
He never did make it, but his daughter did. 

Lotta was six when she and her mother joined 
John Crabtree in Grass Valley, Calif. At Six, 
Lotta was already an accomplished actress. 
Petaluma, the’ California capital of the poultry in- 
dustry today, knew her as Gertrude in a play 
called “The Loan of a Lover.”’ 

Like Shirley Temple, she became a full-fledged 


star in her own right at the age of 7,,when she 
headed her own company and was re-christened, 
appropriately enough, La Petite Lotta. 

Acting in the West in those days was a strange 
and fearsome experience. Audiences were en- 
tirely men, rough, rugged and hungry for the 
sight of a white woman. Bowie knives and re- 
volvers were checked-at the door of the “theatre,” 
usually the room over a saloon or dance hall. 


ON night, at Grass Valley, there was a woman 
in the audience. Lola Montez, the flashing 
beauty who had wearied of the attentions of a 
king and princes too numerous.to mention, found 
herself ignored-—and concentrated on the little ’ 
girl behind the candle footlights. ss

As though acting and dancing were not suf.- 
ficient accomplishments, Lotta took up music. 

Mrs. Crabtree became a mother again. A son, 
Jack, arrived in the family while John Crabtree, 
the bookseller, kept searching for gold.

He was a romantic figure, with long black hair, 
equally dark eyes and silvery voice.

CERTAINDS no ‘breath of scandal ever swirled 
around her red tresses but; she admitted in 
later years, she was in love during this period.

“Jack is all I live for. If I can’t humor myself 
in this one way, then I may as well stop living, 
too. I have no wants of my own.” | 
But she was doing secretly other things. While 
she and her mother were accumulating tgemen- 
dously valuable real estate in Manhattan, Lotta 
was carrying on her own philanthropies, helping 
the less fortunate, without publicity or fanfare. 
As her.mother, father and her brother Jack 
passed from her life, the urge to help grew 
stronger. In 1891, when a fall in Buffalo prompted 
her to retire grom the stage, all of hér energy 
was diverted to the administration of her private 
charities. 

How much she gave away in her lifetime will 
never be known. But her death in 1924 answered 
some of the questions. : 

She died “the wealthiest actress the world has 
ever known.” 


HER estate waS valued at more than $4,000,000. 
The nuggets that nicked her tiny toes in gold- 
struck California three-quarters of a century 
earlier had been saved, with the interest com- 
pounded; and with the principal and interest 
given to those who seemed in need of it. — 
To her five nearest relatives, all cousins, she 
left an income of $1,000 a year. To needy men 
and women who had served in World War I she 
left $2,000,000. 
For the benefit of animals, she bequeathed 
$300,000, some of it to be used in the construction 
of drinking fountains. | 
Publication of the terms of the will caused a 
mass migration on the courts of the country, with 
87 men and women claiming they were relatives 
or “intimate friends” and, therefore, entitled to a 
share of the fortune. 
The will remained intact. Lotta Crabtree-knew, 
as usual, what she was doing.

AVY JOHNSON was strictly a chalk player 
—one who bets on favorites—but he didn’t 
want any part of the 1 to 80 odds that had 

been posted on his horse. He saw po percentage 
in sending $80 after $1. 

Yet the bet was about as safe as any bet 
can be. Roseben, admittedly the greatest weight- 
carrying racehorse of his time and perhaps of 
all time, had been assigned a mere 126 pounds 
for a seven furlong dash at Belmont Park. 

The impost would have been called a heavy 
load today. But on Oct. 16, 1906, it was a 
feather for Johnson’s giant bay gelding. Roseben 
had been carrying as high as 150 pounds and 
only four days earlier he had won the Manhattan 
Handicap under a crushing 147. 

There was a rush to withdraw -horses when 
the weights were announced and 12 were 
seratched. This left only Beauclere, a two-year- 
old maiden -(non-winner), to run it out with the 
five-year-old Roseben. 

Johnson, himself a towering figure in cuta- 
way with over-long tails and striped trousers, 
was outwardly imperturbable, inwardly agitated, 
at race time. He had made it a rule to bet on 
every race and felt he must get a bet down on 
this one. But the odds were impossible. 

He was deep in thought when the horses 
came on the track. Then, gradually, his jaws 
began to work a little faster on his gum. He 
spun on his heel and ‘hustled over to Bookmaker 
Cad Daggett. 3 

He bet $30,000 even money on Roseben to 
break the track record. , 

Beauclere might as well have stayed in his

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barn. Roseben roared past the finish 20 lengths 
to the good. He not only broke the old track 
record, but set-a new world record of 1:22 for 
the ¥% of a mile. 

The world mark went unequalled for 29 years 
and unsurpassed for 41—and even then it was 
beaten only on California’s lightning fast-racing 
strips. The Belmont Park record still stands. 

Davy Johnson was:in his mid-60s when Rose- 
ben was burning up the Eastern tracks. He was 
co-owner of a gilded gambling house at 33 West 
33rd St., New York City, now part of the Empire 
State Building site. 

Standing about six foot two and weighing 
260, with double-lens glasses and dark mustache, 
there was little about his appearance that sug- 
gested the gambler. * 

He never drank and he didn’t Swear or use 
slang. He chewed gum at the track and ate 
candy incessantly when away from it. 

Above all else, Davy Johnson craved action. 
He believed money was only for gambling and 
he’d bet on anything. On. nights when business 
lagged on 33rd St., he’d move over to a rival’s 
on 26th St. to play the wheel. 

Betting on every race was often a costly 
practice and a day’s losses sometimes mounted 
to $100,000. Johnson was alternately rich man 
and pauper and frequently arrived at a race 
track with a suitcase bulging with paper money 
to pay off the bookies. 

Roseben didn’t always run in his colors. Many 
times, when luck ran out, the horse would be 
entered under the ownership of Lucien O. Apple- 
by, English-born horse breeder.. 

This was to keep Johnson’s creditors from 
attaching the horse. 

Johnson’s betting operations were so many 
and extensive it is reported that in one year

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alone he won $475,000 in bets on Roseben and 


wound up $280,000 in the red. : 
Roseben was bred in Kentucky in 1901. As 
a yearlfhg, the son of Ben Strome and the mare 
Rose Leaf was purchased by John A. Drake, son 
of a Governor of Iowa and associate and partner 
of John W. (Bet a Million) Gates. 

The horse was so huge no attempt was made 
to race him as a two-year-old. He made his 
first start at Brighton Beach in July, 1904, and 
ran fifth. He won his third start in October. 

The Johnson-Roseben partnership started 
shortly afterwards. Drake auctioned some of 
his horses, including Roseben. F. Ambrose Clark 
wanted him for jumping and commissioned. Tom 
McCreery to buy the horse for $3,500 or less. 

But Davy Johnson d also inspected the 
long-legged bay. McCreery went as high as $3,700 
on his own, but Johnson got the horse for $3,800. 

Roseben won three races at three and was fa- 
mous at four, winning 19 of 29 and the last six 
in succession. 

In 1906, Roseben won 11 out of 22 races 
against the best horses in training and under 
back-breaking. weight handicaps. It was his best 
year. i 

Johnson, ever hopeful, ran him in some dis- 
tance races that year and lost a_ fortune when 
his sprinting star finished in the ruck after get- 
ting long early leads. 

Once, at 148 pounds, he was an odds-on fa- 
vorite and Johnson lost thousands when Oxford, 
carrying 121, beat him by a nose. Roseben, 
though, was fouled by the fourth horse. Another 
bad day came in September, 1906, when Roseben 
shouldered 150 pounds and was beaten by Come- 
dienne, at 109. 

Roseben raced till 1909, and his overall rec- 
ord shows 52 wins in 111 races, 25 seconds and 
12 thirds. 

He earned $74,910. As for Davy Johnson, 
in common with most horse players, he is re- 
ported to have died broke. 

‘“‘Shucks,” observed one horseman, “that could 
have happened to him almost every other day.”

While the organisms of 
cholera, typhoid fever, dys- 
entery and other maladies 
of the intestinal tract have 
been found on the bodies of 
flies, medical men have, not 
been able to say with sci- 
entific certainty that the 
fly was the carrier causing 
infections in humans. 


RESEARCH recently fre- 

ported, however, shows 
that the fly not only car- 
ries the disease organisms, 
but that it spreads them 
over wide areas. 

This disclosure is made 
by the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service, after 
two: years study involving 
80,000 people in Hidalgo 
County, Tex. The study 
was supervised by Dr. 
James Watt and Dale R. 
Lindsay of the 
Health Service. 

The towns in the Texas 
county were ideal for the 
experiment, They not only 
had-a major fly problem, 
but also hundreds of chil- 
dren in the area were 
stricken each year with se- 
vere and often fatal intes- 
tinal infections. 


HE several communities 
in the area were di- 
vided into two comparable 
groups.. One of tHe groups 
was sprayed every six 
weeks with fog and mist 
machines that sent huge 
clouds of DDT over all the 
likely breeding places of 
the insects. Careful counts 
of the flies were taken and 
additional spraying was 
done when required. 

The other set of towns 
‘received no treatment aside 
from the normal precau- 
tions taken by the resi-

cases of.intestinal diseases. 
The untreated towns con- 
tinued to show their previ- 
ous high record. 

The next year, to check 
their results; the govern- 
ment investigators re- 
versed the procedure. They 
sprayed the formerly un- 
treated towns and left the

also reversed themselves. 
When the spraying was 
stopped, there was not only 
a great increase in the 
number of flies but the 
number f cases of infec- 
tion returned to its former 
level. To procure more evi- 
dence, the study will be 
continued another year.

On Tuesday, Oct. 18, 1887, a young man called 
and said he wished to rent.a room. Mrs. Higson 
showed him several that were vacant, but none 
seemed acceptable. 

“I should like to rent Number 21,” he said. 

“Number 21 is occupied,” she replied, “but I 
expect the tenant to move out next Saturday.” 

He thanked her and left. 

On Wednesday, the 19th, another young man 
came and said he’d heard Room 21 would be avail- 
able on Saturday. Mrs. Higson said that was 
correct, whereupon he paid a five-dollar deposit, 
received a key, and departed. 

On Sunday, the 23d, a Chinese servant entered 
the room with a pass-key for the purpose of tidy- 
ing it up. He emerged immediately, shouting that 
there was a dead man lying on the floor. } 

Mrs. Higson saw at once that the deceased 
was not the man who rented the room, nor was he 
the person who had called previously. He lay on 
his back, fully clothed, arms arranged neatly at 
his sides.

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to be cyanide of potassium, a deadly poison. 

Pen, ink, paper and three letters. 

One letter, dated Oct. 21 and addressed to a 
local paper, read: 

“Enclosed find one dollar to pay for this ad- 
vertisement and the balance for a reward. I will 
call in a few days. Yours truly, Henry Benhayon.” 

The advertisement: : 

“Lost, on Oct. 20, near the City Hall, a memo- 
randum book with a letter. A liberal reward will 
be paid ‘at this office.” 

The second letter, dated Oct. 22, read: 

“Dr. J. Milton Bowers: I only ask that you 
do not molest my mother. Tillie is not responsi- 
ble for my acts and I have made all reparation 
in my power. I likewise caution you against some 
of your friends who knew Cecelia. Among them 
are C. M. McLennan and others whose names I 
cannot think of now, but you will find some more 
when the memorandum book is found. Farewell. 
Yours, H. Benhayon.” 

The third communication, headed “Confession,” 
was addressed to Coroner C. C, O’Donnell. 
It read: : 

“The history of the tragedy commenced after 
my sister married Dr. Bowers. I had réasons to

believe that he would leave her soon, as they 
always quarreled, and on one occasion she told 
me that she would poison him before she would 
permit him to leave her. 

“T said in jest, ‘Have him insured.’ She said, 
‘All right.’ But Bowers objected for a long time, 
but finally said, ‘If it will keep-you out of mis- 
chief, go ahead.’ They: both joined several lodges 
and I got the stuff ready to dispose of him, but 
my sister would not listen to the proposition and 
threatened to.expose me. 

“After my sister got sick, I felt an irresistible 
impulse to use the stuff on her and finish him 
afterward. I would then become administrator 
for my little niece, Tillie, and would have the 
benefit of the insurance... 

“T took one capsule out of her pill box and 
filled it with two kinds of potson. I didn’t think 
Bowers would get into any kind of trouble, as 
the person who gave me the poison told me it 
would leave no trace in the stomach. This person 
committed suicide before the trial, and as it might 
implicate others if I ‘mention his name, I will 
close the tragedy.” x : 

The doctor mentioned, J. Milton Bowers, al- 
ready was well known to police, press and public. 

‘A native of Baltimore, where he was born 
44 years before, Bowers had been practicing in 
Prior to that he had 
lived and worked in Chicago and Brook- 
lyn, following service in a Washington, 
D. C., hospital during the war years of 


’61-’65. The Cecelia mentioned in the 
confession had been Bowers’ third wife. 
His first had been the former Fannie

Hammond of Chicago, whom he had married 
right after the war, and who died in 1874. His 
second had been the former Teresa Sherek, a 
young and very attractive actress whom he had 
married soon afterward, and who died early 
in 1881. 

That same year, in July, he had married Cecelia 
Benhayon Levy, a plump, high-spirited widow 
of 29. (The Tillie mentioned was a daughter by 
her first husband.) 

In the late summer of 1885, Cecelia Bowers 
became seriously ill, and when her husband’s 
treatments proved inadequate her mother called 
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in two outside physicians. She rallied somewhat 

thereafter, but continued to suffer from what was 

diagnosed as a cancer or abscess of the liver. 
On the afternoon of Oct. 28, a man called af 


the local office of a fraternal order in which Mrs. - 


Bowers held a $5,000 life insurance policy, and 
asked if he might inspect the roster of members. 
Told that this was not permitted, he «declared 
that a woman member would die in a few days 
as the result of foul play. Then he hurried off 
without giving his or the member’s name. 

On Nov. 2, Coroner O’Donnell received an 
anonymous letter suggesting that-he look into 
the case of Mrs. Bowers, whe had died an the Ist. 
Dr. O’Donnell ordered an inquest, which was held 
the next day in fhe second-floor parlor of a family 
hotel on upper Market st., where Bowers lived 
and had his office. 


ITNESSES testified that Mrs. 
been bedridden for five weeks, that two other 
physicians besides her husband had attended her, 
as well as Dr. Bowers’ office nurse who had stayed 
with her constantly during the daytime, and Dr. 
Bowers had slept nights on a cot beside her bed. 
Cause of death was given as an abscess of 
the liver. . 

However, representatives of the lodges pointed 
out that Mrs. Bowers’ life was insured for $17,000, 
and they asked that an_ autopsy be performed. 

Dr. Bowers, bearded, stockily built, completely 
controlled, remarked that while he had no ob- 
jections, plans for the funeral had been com- 
pleted and made public, and he did not wish 
anyone to bé inconvenienced. It was then agreed 
that the services would be held as scheduled, and 


the body, instead of being buried, would be placed 
in a receiving vault pending examination. 

On the afternoon of the 4th, the city physician, 
a Dr. Balch, went to an undertaking parlor to 
perform the autopsy. Within a few moments he 
was reporting to Coroner O’Donnell that Mrs. 
Bowers’ body was not there! 

Dr. O’Donnell hastened to the cemetery, to 
learn that the body had been interred on arrival. 
(Bowers’ explanation later was that he had no 
knowledge that the coroner would object “since 
it would be easy to dig the body up again:”) 
Dr. O’Donnell stood by while it was exhumed, and 
personally escorted it to the city morgue. 

On Nov. 9, the coroner’s jury was informed 


that Cecelia Bowers had died of phosphorus. 


poisoning. The jury recommended that her hus- 
band be held. 

“People who know me know that I would not 
be such a fool as to employ phosphorus,” he told 
reporters gathered outside his cell. “Phosphorus 
penetrates the entire system.” 

He expressed the belief that he would be ex- 
onerated within a few hours. “See,” he said, 
stretching out his arm, “I’m not the least bit 
nervous. My hand doesn’t tremble in the slightest.” 


At HIS trial, which opened on March 9, 1886, be- 
fore Superior Court Judge D. J. Murphy, 
prosecution witnesses pictured him ‘as a ladies’ 
man, much given to boasting of his conquests. 
They testified that he and his wife quarreled in 
public, that he kicked her and punched her, and 
that he offered to pay her. $10,000 for’ a divorce. 

Henry Benhayon, his brother-in-law, charged 


that members’ of the family had been excluded’ 


from the sick-room, and that on the few occasions 
when they had been admitted, either. Dr. Bowers 
or his nurse stood observantly by. 

Two strong advocates for the defense were 
Nurse Zeissing and one Theresa Farrell. The lat- 
ter had been a maid in the household, and when 
the family. moved to the hotel they’d got her a 
job as a waitress. Both insisted that the 
Bowers’, domestic- life had been ‘untroubled, that 
Mrs.; Bowers erself, Had asked that visitors be 
excluded, -hér one wish had been that she 
be allowed ms ‘lle tm her beloved husband’s arms. 

“Bowers took the stand te deny every ac- 
cusatidn. He remained cool and composed until 
he came to describing his.wife’s death. . Then he 
broke down and wept. 

He ridiculed the idea of a doctor using such 
a detectable poison as phosphorus. He reminded 
the court that he forbade the undertaker to em- 
balm the body, and he held that had this been done 
neither autopsy nor echemieal tests would have 
revealed anything of a suspicious nature. 

As for the suggestion that he had slain his 
wife for the insurance, he averred that his prac- 
tice provided an income adequate to his needs. 

How, he asked, could he have been impelled 
to do away with his wife, since he had loved her 
SO Cevohenaare 

A prosecution witness had testified that, when 
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Bowers had 


Mrs. Bowers had been involved in a buggy acci- 
dent, he had exclaimed, “I wish you had broken 
your neck!” 

Actually, he asserted, he had said nothing of 
the kind. What he had said, as a matter of fact, 


was “Darn the buggy, so long as your neck is ™, 


not broken.” 


ROSECUTOR EUGENE DUPREY tried to 

prove that Bowers had possessed an adequate 
supply of phosphorus, but could not tie him in 
with any purchases. Bowers admitted that prep- 
arations containing phosphorus might.have been 
sent him as samples by manufacturers and drug- 
gists. The defense was able to show, in this con- 
nection, that a search of his office had produced 
nothing incriminating. 

The case finally went to the jury on April 23. 
Thirty-five minutes later; while the defendant was 
engaged in discussing the subject of hanging, the 
jury returned to the box, and the foreman spoke 
the words: 

“We the jury find the defendant guilty of mrur- 
der in the first degree.” - 

After varieus’-defense motions had been dis- 
posed of in ensuing weeks, Judge Murphy .asked 
Bowers on June 3 whether he had anything to 
say before sentence was passed. 


“Since I must make my exit,” he replied, “I 


ask that you grant me this boon, and fully know- 
ing that my late dear wife did not die of phos- 
phorus poisoning, I ask this: 

“That I should be placed somewhere with the 
same surrounding conditions, etc., and a crowd 
of medical men be around and administer phos- 


~~ 


os 


phorus to me as the prosecution has claimed has 
been administered to my late dear wife. 

“TI. am willing to show that she did not die 
of phosphorus poisoning.” 

This: might -have proven an interesting ex- 
periment. But Judge Murphy disregarded the pro- 
posal, and sentenced him to be hanged. 

Bowers was still in jail awaiting the outcome 
of an appeal when the series of incidents oc- 
curred in that rooming house hire St. These 
seemed to indicate that Henry Benhayon had com- 
mitted suicide after confessing that he, and not 
the man convicted, had been the murderer of 
Cecelia Bowers. 

However, Captain of Detectives I. W. Lees ana 
his assistant, Robert Hegan, had the temerity to 
doubt (a) that Benhayon had been the slayer; 
and (b) that he had taken his own life. 

For one thing, the body seemed to have as- 
sumed.a much too composed position. For an- 
other, every one of the bottles, including. the 
‘poison bottle, had been found securely corked. 
And thirdly, the pen with which the various com- 
munications: had supposedly been written con- 
tained no trace of ink, and therefore appeared 
never to have been used. 

On top of that, Detectives ‘Lees and Hogan 
learned that the communications, in the opinion 
of persons most familiar with Benhayon’ s hand- 
writing, had undoubtedly been forged. 


PV ESTIGATION soon led to John Dimmig, 33- 
year-old husband of Theresa Farrell, the ex-maid 
in Dr. Bowers’ household. Arrested, he was 
brought before Mrs. Higson, the rooming house 
proprietor, and she unhesitatingly identified him 
as the man who paid the five-dollar deposit, and 
received a room key at the same time. 

Dimmig, ex-drug clerk, ex-cab driver, and at 
the moment a peddler of “art books,” readily ad- 
mitted that he had rented the room. But: he added: 

“T am a married mdan...]1 have a woman 
friend, «” 

But the aaneney prevesies that Benhayon had 
died of cyanide poisoning, and the authorities de- 
cided that Dimmig had administered it. 

Vain, cocksure, an elegant dresser, Dimmig 
rather baffled the detectives. They. couldn’t figure 
out what was genuine about him and what was 
a pose to deceive his accusers. 

He admitted that he frequently rented rooms 
in which to entertain what he called “side issues.” 
He had maintained a room on Market st., he said, 


.for a girl whose last name he professed not to 


know; he just knew her as “Dimples.” 

His wife told the coroner’s jury that she knew 
about his extra-marital interests, but she loved 
him, and did not intend to desert him. 

It was brought out that Dimmig had hired 
Benhayon to do some copying for him, the sug- 
gestion being that this had been a ruse to obtain 
samples of Benhayon’s handwriting. — 

He at first denied that he had purchased poison 
of any kind. But when the investigators turned 
up a druggist to contradict this, he admitted that

The prosecution had witnesses to testify that 
Benhayon had been in health and of a cheer- 
ful disposition; that hé had recently been studying 
dentistry and had been joking forward to a career 
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in that profession; and that. he had a fond of 
his sister and hostile (along with his mother) 
toward Dr. Bowers. 

After a trial which lasted three months, the 
jury got hopelessly deadlocked at seven for ac- 
quittal five for conviction. The jurers were 
therefore 

- = 


CON JUNE 15, 1888, the State Supreme Court 
rejected Bowers’ appeal for a new drial. 

A month later, finding errors in the conduct 
of the trial, the high court reversed itself. 

“T shall’ yet be exonerated!” exclaimed the 
doctor. “No jury will be found to convict me!” 

That same year,-on Dec. 10, Dimmig faced his 
second jury. The same evidence as before was 
presented, though with more expedition, and op 
Jan. 4, 1889, the jury reported the-same response: 
a hopeless deadlock. 

“Deliberate further,” the judge ordered. “I 
want a verdict.” 

The jury obeyed—and returned an acquittal. 

Here was the way the situation stacked up: 

By acquitting Dimmig, the agents of in 
effect accepted Benhayon as his nope 
and also accepted the confession statement as 
authentic. Therefore, there could be no. point in 
trying Bowers again, since his attorneys would 
most certainly argue that the Dittimig verdict 
cleared the doctor. 

Result—on Aug. 16, 1889, the district attorney 
moved for a dismissal of the charge, and Bowers 
walked out of the courtroom a free man. — 

He confined his comment to two words: 

“At last!” 

He yesumed his. practice (making no move to 
collect the insurance), moved to San Jose, married 
— time, and died March 7, 1904, at the age 
oO 

One newspaper account ineluded the informa- 


tion that his widow, the former Mary Bird, “for- 
tunately survives him.”

‘The old-timer snorted. 
“Safecracking. Only he’s 
not in the army any more. 
This time he tried it on 
his own.” 

John Ramsey was a 
crook and spent most of his 
life being one, except for 
the time he served in the 
army. ‘The war, provided 
him with his one brief pe- 
riod of glory, his one ex- 
perience with respectabil- 
ity, the only time in his life 
when he could use his par- 
ticular skill with the full 
approval of the authorities. 


Before 1943, he had spent 
a large part of his adult 
life in jail because he 
couldn’t keep his itchy fin- 
gers off other people’s safes, 
and altogether he had put 
in more than 10 years in 
one English jail or another. 
When he was released in 
1943, General Laycock, 
Chief of Combined Opera- 
tions, sent for him. 


“Ramsey, your skill as a 
safecracker could be very 
useful to England,” the Gen- 
eral said. ‘ 

So Ramsey joined the 
commandos and was 
trained as a_ paratrooper. 
Time after time he was 
dropped behind the German 
lines in Italy and France to 
blow open safes that were 
thought to contain papers 
valuable to Military Intel- 
ligence. More than once 


name without fear of ar- 
rest, and it was decidedly 
pleasant to be a hero. But 
his reformation began to 
pall on him after a while. 
As the years passed, and 
war memories faded, he 
found that people soon for- 
got he had ever been any- 
thing but a clerk. The 
modest pay he earned be- 
gan to seem like pretty 
small potatoes. 


With another former jail- 
bird, Thomas Clark, Ram- 
sey went back to his old 
profession—but not § for 
long. Not long ago he and 
Clark tried to rob a shop 
in York, but the police blew 
in on them just when they 
were doing their own blow- 
ing with explosives. 

During his trial, Mr. Jus- 
tice Singleton pointed out 
to Ramsey that while his 
war record was admirable, 
he would have to realize 
that war activities cannot 
always be carried over into 
civilian life. “Just because 
the army trained a soldier 
o kill,” the judge said, 

oesn’t give him the right, 
as a civilian, to go out and 
slit someone’s throat.” 

The 42-year-old Ramsey 
was sentenced to five years 
at hard labor. By the time 
he gets out, Ramsey should 
be convinced that although 
safecracking can make a 
hero of a man, it just does 
not pay off as a private 
enterprise.

Add the salt, 
milk, and pepper, and beat 
thoroughly. Pour into the 
skillet and cook over low 
heat until a film of cooked 
egg has formed on the bot- 
tom of the pan.
